VIEWS ON RANGE OF UNGA ISSUES SEPTEMBER 1 1 TO EONMIN ACTING 
DIRECTOR EOR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS NKWETTA ZAA. HE GAVE 
EOLLOWING REACTIONS. 

2. SOUTH AERICA AND NAMIBIA. REMARKING THAT GURC POLICIES 

WERE WELL KNOWN, NKWETTA ZAA MERELY COMMENTED THAT US WILL RUN 
INTO CONSIDERABLE OPPOSITION FROM AFRICAN GROUP ON THESE ISSUES. 

NUE SAID-AND WE PASSED ON TO OTHER SUBJECTS. 

3. PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. HE CHARACTERIZED EVOLUTION IN 
MOZAMBIQUE AS VERY SATISFACTORY, DESPITE NEED TO REMAIN CONCERNED 
AT EXTREMIST ATTEMPTS TO UPSET GOP-ERELIMO ARRANGEMENTS. 
HOPEEULLY ANGOLA WILL NOW PRODUCE LEADERSHIP TO START NEGOTIAT- 
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AFRICANS LIKELY AVOID POLEMICS AT UNGA AND TRY HELP PORTUGAL 
CARRY THROUGH PROCESS OF DECOLONIZATION NOW UNDERWAY. 

4. HUMAN RIGHTS. NO PROBLEM SEEN IN CAMEROON SUPPORTING 

EFFORTS TOWARD ACHIEVING DECLARATION ON ELIMINATION OE ALL EORMS OF 
RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE. 

5. MIDDLE EAST. NEGOTIATING PROCESS UNDERWAY IN MIDDLE 

EAST SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO EVOLVE WITHOUT UN POLEMICS. NO RPT 
NO HARSH DEBATE EORESEEN. JUDGES TENDENCY IS RATHER TO ALLOW 
SECGEN WALDHEIM AND SECSTATE KISSINGER CONTINUE THEIR EFEORTS. 

6. UNRWA. CAMEROON ITSELF UNABLE TO HELP WITH FINANCIAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS AND UNLIKELY TO PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY IN DISCUSSIONS. 

7. DISARMAMENT. CAMEROON IS LISTENER RATHER THAN ACTIVE 
PARTICIPANT IN DISCUSSIONS RE COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN WHICH IT 
SEES AS AFEAIR AMONG GREAT POWERS. CAMEROON AND OTHER 
SMALLER COUNTRIES "DON'T KNOW WHAT THE GAME IS ABOUT. " 

8. UNDRO, UN BUDGET, US EVALUATION INITIATIVE, UN SALARY 
INCREASE. NKWETTA ZAA LISTENED, OEFERED NO RPT NO COMMENTS. 

9. DISCUSSIONS ON KOREA AND KHMER CREDENTIALS BEING 
REPORTED SEPTELS. 

10. IN BELIEF (AND HOPE) USEFULNESS SUCH CONSULTATIONS CONSID- 
ERABLY ENHANCED BY PROVIDING ESSENCE OF US VIEWS IN WRITING, I 
LEFT NKWETTA ZAA SANITIZED AIDE MEMOIRE ON SUBJECTS COVERED. 

FOR WHAT IT WORTH, HE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION OF THIS KIND OF 
DISCUSSION AND JUDGED IT USEFUL IN HELPING EORMULATE POSITIONS 
FOR UNGA. HE HIMSELF DUE LEAVE FOR NEW YORK THIS WEEKEND 

TO ATTEND FIRST MONTH OF SESSION. HE NOT ONLY EXTREMELY INTELLI- 
GENT AND ABLE, BUT ALSO ESPECIALLY ACCESSIBLE AND RECEPTIVE. IF 
OCCASION ARISES, USUN SHOULD FIND HIM ONE OF MORE USEFUL 
CONTACTS ON CAMEROON DEL.
